PROFIT IN EGG PRODUCTION. 


James 8. Dryden, writing in the 
Oregon Agricultural College Bul- 
letin, relates the results of some in- 
teresting experiments made by him, 
covering several ‘years, in which 
every ounce of food consumed by 
six pens of Leghorns was weighed. 
These six pens of hens consumed 
during the year 564 pounds wheat, 
296 pounds corn, 203 pounds oats 
112 pounds bran and shorts, an 
235 pounds skim milk, in addition 
to some animal food. The cost of 
the total food per fowl for the year 
varied in different ens from 61 
cents to 78 cents, and averaged 66 
cents. Tho wheat was charged 
at 1 cent a pound, corn at 1%4c., 
oats at a cent, skim milk at a fifth 
of a cent, and bran and shorts at 
three-fifths of a cent. The animal 
food cost from 5 to 6 cents per fowl. 
The wheat constituted nearly a half 
of the total cost. 

The hens laid an average of 144 
eggs per fowl, valued at $1.68 at 
local prices for eggs. The prices 
then were from 10 cents to 25 cents 
per dozefi, much lower than tho 
prices are in Oregon at the present 
time. If wheat had been worth, 
say, 90 cents, and had been charg- 
ed for at that rate, and bran at 1 
cent a pound, the cost per fowl 
would have been about 16 cents 
more, or 80 cents instead of 66 
cents. But eggs are also higher in 

rice than they were then. On the 

asis of present prices for eggs, 
food costing 80 cents when fed to 
hens would produce eggs worth 
$2.58. This is a pretty good mar- 
gin of profit in feeding 90-cent 
wheat. 

It may be said that the average 


d| flock of hens does not lay 144 eggs 


per fowl. That is true. It is also 
true that 144 eggs per fowl is not 

henomenal. e right kind of 

ens, properly attended, should av- 
erage 150, and well-bred hens con- 
siderably more. The average farm 
flock will not average 125, probab- 
ly not 100. 

In the above experiments all the 
food eaten was paid for at market 
prices, and the cost averaged only 
66 cents per hen. ‘The cost would 
have been only 80 cents if the wheat 
had cost 90 cents per bushel. The 
farmer, however, who keeps fifty 
or a hundred aged can do paneer 
than that, forjon the average farm 
that number hens as kept

in the shape of bugs, grasshoppers, 
worms, etec., and there will usually 
be skim’ milk or buttermilk, There 
need, therefore, be no cost for ani- 
mal food, resulting in a saving of 
8 to 10 cents per fowl. The clover 
or grass they eat will have little 
marketable value. The destruc- 
tion of grasshoppers in the clover 
and grain fields, and of bugs in the 
orchards, will, where these insects 
are bad, offset a large part of the 
animal cost of food for the fowls 
in better crops. 

In experiments with larger breeds 
the cost of feeding was greater. The 
cost of feeding Plymouth Rocks av- 
eraged $1.15 per fowl, and of Wyan- 
dottes $1. This extra cost is large- 
ly offset when the fowls are mar- 
keted, the larger breeds bringing 
more than the small breeds. 


WHY RAISE HOGS? 


There are a number of reasons 
why it does actually pay to raise 
hogs. He multiplies rapidly and 
matures quickly. The pig requires 
little feed to produce a pound of 
meat and the market hog is worth 
good money, cured or fresh, The 
hog does not require herding and 
can build up 80 per cent. of his 
market weight on grass and forage 
coops. 

He is naturally a healthy animal 
and his only business is to repro- 
duce and turn feed into meat. 

There is no need to worry over 
the dual-purpose hog. You don’t 
have to consider if itis best to raise 
him for meat or for milk, neither 
do you have to worry over the ques- 
tion whether it is meat or eggs, or 
meat and bristles. The hog is 
raised for meat alone, and when 
you are driving one crop to mar- 
ket another one ought to be well 
on its way to marketable conditicn 
and weight.

Heredity 
doubtless plays an important part 
in meny cases, but not so often as 
is commonly believed, and even 
when there is an inherited taint, 
other factors which perpetuate or 
increase the trouble almost always 
exist, and can often be overcome.

These physical defects may be 
anywhere in the body, but are usu- 
ally found in one or more of three 
locations—the eyes, the throat, and 
the bowels. 


The eyes are most intimately con- 
nected with the brain; indeed, they 
may be said to be actually part of 
the brain, and a defect of vision 
inflicts consyant and innumerable 
blows on the brain which irritate 
it, and this irritation is transmitted 
to the entire nervous system. The 
eyes of a nervous child should be 
examined and spectacles worn if| 
called for.

Communism on a Large 
Scale. 


The last report of the Interior 
Department gives an encouraging 
peers of the progress the Doukho- 

Ors are now making. It will be 
remembered that 9,000 
Ragsian refugees found new homes 
in the Canadian Northwest eight 
years ago. 

At first they attempted there the 
same fanatical religious practices 


which had made them obnoxious to | 


the Russian Government, though 
the chief reason why the Russians 
persecuted them was that they ut- 
terly refused to perform military 
service... Some of the leaders who 
incited the Canadian immigrants 
to sally forth naked to meet their 
Lord and to violate the law in 
other ways are now in insane asy- 
lums and others are in prison. The 
mass of the people have settled 
down and are already classed 
among the best Canadian farmers. 
No Western settlers are more in 
dustrious, frugal, thrifty and neat 
than they and are heginning to be 
held in much respect. The Govern 
ment has made them one great 
concession. It does not require 
them actually to live on the home 
steads which they have taken up 
PROPERTY HELD IN COMMON 
They prefer the communal life 
and in fact they hold all their pos 
sessions to be the common property 
of their sect. The families are op 
posed to living isolated on their 
farms and so they are grouped to 
gether in forty-eight villages strung 
along in a northeast and southwest 
direction from the neighborhood of 
Yorkton eastern Saskatchewan 
to the northwestern corner of Mani 
toba, a distance of about 100 miles 
About 800 of them have 
naturalized citizens, but many 
still holding back, as they 
to take the oath of allegiance.

Build Battleships. 
On the confession of M. Pi ard, 
the French Minister of Marine, 
while England builds a battleship 
in two years, it takes 
years to construct one. 

One of the chief reasons for the 
dilatory manner in whieh the work 
performed in French arsenals, 
says M. Gerville Reache, the son of 
a former deputy, is that the French 
navy is paralyzed by red tape and 
bureaucracy. 

As an example of what passes in 
the Government dockyards at Tou 
lon, M. Reache states that before 
a rivet can be driven into a sheet 
of iron a written request for au- 
thorization must be transmitted to 
Paris, passing through the hands of 
twenty-two intermediaries, until it 
reached the head of the Admiralty. 

The reply goes through the same 
process, so that before a working- 
man at Toulon can hit a rivet on 
the head twenty-four persons must 
give their consent. 

Although 6,500 workmen are on 
the books at Toulon arsenal, M. 
Reache says it gives him the im- 
pression of a dead city. The arti- 
sans there ask for nothing better 
than to be actively employed, but 
the central administration in Paris, 
without whose consent nothing can 
be done, has carried the science of 
masterly inactivity to such an ex- 
treme that weeks and sometimes 
months elapse before a reply can 
be obtained from the heads of de- 
partments at the Rue Royale.
